Del of dm tickets to be nominated by 
the Liberal-Conservative and Liberal 
associations of Victoria. No definite an- 
nouncement lias been made in either 
case us yet, and il is not expected that 
conventions will lie culled until after 
New Years Day. 

In the meant line many names have 
been, and are being, "mentioned. Up to 
the present no action whatever lias been 
taken by the Liberal-Conservatives, so 
Unit it is impossible 10 place any reli- 
ance upon the reports that are pass- 
ing from mouth to mouth. On the 
other hand, the Liberals appear to be 
fairly decided in their own minds as to 
who will take I lie local lield in their In- 
terests in the forthcoming campaign. 

It is freely slated, and the report 
seems to come from sources that should 
be authoritative, that W. \Y. It. Mc- 
luues, who has resigned his pos".'on as 
commissioner of the Yukon in oruor to 
assist the Liberals in the pending pro- 
vincial general election, will receive a 
nomination at tin; hands of the local 
branch of the parly organization. If 
this he true, it will be necessary for one 
of those who last occupied seats in the 
legislature, as the representatives of 
Victoria, to retire. As far as can he 
gathered, ,T. D. McXivcn is slated as the 
one most, likely to step out for the pur- 
pose of leaving the required vacancy. It 
it believed that Richard Hull, W. <i. 
Cameron and it. L. Drury will be pre- 
sented again. 

Gratifying Reports 
The reports which are being received 
from outlying constituencies, wherein 
Liberal-Conservatives have already 
been. nominated, are exceedingly bright. 
It is'stated that I). M. Egberts, K. C, is 
stronger than ever before in South 
Saanicli. Members of the organization 
which placed him in nomination are con- 
fident that they will be able to return 
their man by a handsome majority. But 
they are not permitting their,' opinions to 
interfere with the vigor or aggressive- 
ness of, their campaign. The district 
is being thoroughly canvassed and Mr. 
Ebcrts, it is said, is practically assured 
a plurality. 

Not Strong for Tanner 
tip to the present there has been no 
word of the South Sannich Liberal as- 
sociation's convention. Their candi- 
date on the Inst occasion was H. Tan- 
ner, who was elected by a narrow ma- 
jority. It is understood that a strong 
effort is being made to down Mr. Tan- 
ner and to place before the electorate, 
in ois stead, J. Plercy, of Plercy & 
Co. This is not stated definitely, but 
it is accepted as a fact by local Liber- 
als. They are of the opinion that it is 
a good move, because all acknowledge 
that Mr. Tanner would not have the 
slightest chance of being returned 

against Mr. Eberts a sec d lime. 

Confidence in Cowichan 
\V. D. Hayward, the Liberal-Conser- 
vative candidate in Cinviehan, was in 
the city yesterday. He is full of en- 
thusiasm, and looks at the situation 
with optimistic confidence. Not only 
does he think that the administration 
of Premier McBride will be sustained 
in the pending contest, but he feels sure 
that the electors of die Cowichan con- 
stituency will return him. as a support- 
er of the government, by a good major- 
ity. Both parties are working hard 



among the voters, and -Mr. Ilaywnrd is 
of the opinion that the light will he 
keen throughout, although the result is 
practically assured. 

Pionoer's Views 
One of the pioneer politicians of Brit- 
ish Columbia, and a gentleman who is 
widely known and generally respected, 
A. W. Smith, of Li I lobe t, is in the city. 
Me lias just left the hospital after hav- 
ing undergone an operation which has 
so impaired his health IhV he has de- 
cided that he will be undble to take an 
active part in public life for some lime. 
It was on account of illness that Mr. 
Smith declined the nomination preferred 
him by his constituents at the last gen- 
eral elect ion. For the sann reason he 
was forced to answer in the negative to 
n telegram which was sent him the 
other day asking whether he would take 
the lield in their interests. lie asserts, 
however, that the man who will most 
probablv be placed in nomination in his 
stead, Mark Eiiglcson, has ability and 
(leierminatioii, besides possessing the 
personal popularity necessary to ensure 
success. 

Referring to the situation generally, 
Mr. Smith .said that everything looked 
favorable for the return of the present 
administration. Hut, he added, it was 
going to be a fight full of vim. The 
Liberals, apparently, were out for vic- 
tory, and would receive the support of 
the Dominion administration. Still lie 
thought there was nothing in the way 
of the Liberal-Conservatives, led by 
Premier McBride, returning to the 
House in March with a good working 
majority. All that was necessary was 
for the supporters of the government in 
the different constituencies to work to- 
gether, to put their shoulders to the 
wheel as one man, and to put on 
throughout the month preceding the 
election until the return of those run- 
ning in Hie interests of the administra- 
tion was accomplished. Constant en- 
deavor was needed; a Ihggardly spirit 
betokened defeat at the outset. He, 
therefore, hoped that all would unite in 
the common effort. 

As for Lillooet, his old constituency, 
Mr. Smith thought there was no ques- 
tion ns to the outcome. Mr. Edgleson, 
or whoever would be the choice of the 
convention, would be returned at the 
polls. , 

Premier McBricJc left on Thursday 
for Dcwduey, his ow-u riding,, whore die 
is engaged in addressing a series of 
meetings. He will return to Victoria 
tomorrow evening. 

Looks for Strenuous Battle 

While the elections and their proba- 
ble outcome forms the one topic of con- 
versation amongst all classes, it is as- 
serted by those prominent in Liberal- 
Conservative and Liberal ranks that 
the initial guns of the campaign will 
not he fired until after dan. 1. Then 
there will be a clear mouth ah,ead in 
which the opposing parties may U1SCUS3 
the issues. And it is predicted that the 
contest will be keen. Some even go so 
far us to affirm that it will be more en- 
ergetically conducted on all sides than 
any previous political light in the his- 
tory of British Columbia. WMTe be- 
lieving this to be the ease, there are few 
politicians to be met with, who have the 
reputation of sizing up the situation 
from a more or less unbiased standpoint, 
who do not agree that the result will be 
an , unmistaken endorsatlon of Premier 
McBride and his government.

This was re- 
ceived with tumultuous applause by 
some and dead silence by others. 

In response Col. McLean also an as- 
pirant lor the nomination made a bit- 
ter attack on Mr. Blair, calling him a 
traitor to Liberalism and declaring It 
unlikely that the party would endorse 
him. 

This was followed by applause and 
counter calls. Indicating the presence, 
of two factions. 

Mr. Blair tried to speak again but 
was prevented and the banquet broke 
up. 



HIS DEATHLY SWAY 



Has All Parts of Central Europe In His Icy Grip 
fering is Widespread and Loss of 
Life is Common 



-Suf- 



London, Dec. 2S. — It is many years 
since Central Europe gonurally suf- 
fered so severely from snow, cold and 
storms as it lias this Christmas week. 

From France, Belgium, Switzerland, 
Germany and Austria Hungary, the 
same tale is repeated of la terruption of 
all communication, loss of life and gen- 
oral discomfort in towns as well as 
country districts. 

According to reports tonight from 
northern points in the United Kingdom, 
the situation is growing worse. The 
heavy snowstorms which began sev- 
eral days agci were accompanied by 
violent gules and even thunderstorms 
In some places. 

Railroad traffic In nortlnern England 
and especially in Hcotlnnd, is almost 
completely tied up. Laree cities like 
Edinburgh, Dundee and IY-rth are near- 
ly isolated. The telegraphic services 
are greatly disorganized. 

The snowstorms continue with equal 
severity in northern Wades and Ire- 
land. 

Trains are snowbound In parts of 
the United Kingdom :m<l passengers 
are suffering from cold nnd hunger. 

Relief trains seat out are being im- 
bedded In snow but there has not yet 



been serious trouble in Central and 
Southern England, 

The gales have caused many casual- 
ties along the coast. 

It is reported from Holyhead that 
an unknown steamer has foundered off 
Rhoscolin point, Wales. No sight of 
her can be found. 

In London itself the snow continues 
to fall and is causing much personal 
discomfort and much expense to the lo- 
cal authorities. 

In the mountain districts of Franco 
there is much suffering from the heavy 
snowfall and floods are reported from 
mountain districts of Ardennes. 

In Belgium drift ice is forming on the 
Scholof and other large rivers and com- 
munication with all points in the Hcr- 
togen forest is at a standstill. 

In Switzerland the uplands aro al- 
ready under six feet of snow and 
mountain villages are completely Iso- 
lated. 

Austria and Hungary are also suf- 
fering and traffic on some other rail- 
road linos in Galicia has been sus- 
pended. 

Germany reports the highest gener- 
al snow fall in many years. Rail- 
roads are considerably crippled.

— In a col- 
lision caused indirectly by tho hoavy 
snowstorm of the last few days, slx- 
teon persons were killed and over thir- 
ty injured. Tho accident occurred near 
Arbroath on the 'North British railroad 
between Edinburgh and Aberdeen and 
some distance north of here. 

Among tho injured is Alexander Wil- 
liam Black, member of tho Houso of 
Commons for Banffshire, Scotland. 

Tho .accident Is attributed to tho 
heavy fall of snow owing to which 
trains from London for Aberdeen were 
held up at Arbroath. The lino was 
cleared, however, and one train pro- 
ceeded for Dundee. It had stopped at 
Elliot Junction but the danger signals 
which were thought to have been set 
failed to act through being ciogged 
with snow or from some other cause.

Arranges for General Tourist 
Advertising 




"The cities of the Pacific Const, on 
both sides of the line, should work hand 
in hand for mutual improvement," said 
Hon. Geo. S. Shepherd, president of 
the city council of Portland, last night 
lit the Driard. '•There has ■ been loo 
much self-advertising of one city itt the 
expense of its neighbors in the past; 
and 1 was glad to accept the suggestion 
that a convention ?ie called ic Portland 
next summer of councillors from all 
cities along the coast, to discuss mut- 
ters of mutual benefit." 

"Our interests should be one." he 
continued, "especially in attracting tiic 
tourist travel. Visitors who come to 
your city very often want to go as far 
south as Los Angeles, and those who 
visit that city first, in a large number 
of cases, come north lo Victoria; Port- 
land is not a bit jealous. They all cnll 
there. Sometimes investments are made 
in one city and sometimes in another. 
If everyone pulls hand in hand the 
whole coast will benefit. 

First Mooting at Portland 
"We ■will accordingly call the conven- 
tion mentioned, taking Portland as the 
place for the first meeting, as a central 
point. Personally, I shall try to have 
ouch gatherings decided upon at regu- 
lar intervals. Invitations will he sent 
to Victoria. Vancouver, Seattle, Port- 
land, Tacoma, San Francisco, Oakland, 
San Diego, Santa Cruz, Los Angeles, 
and other cities, and we hope to se- 
cure a very large gathering." 

"We came up here to find out how to 
make a city beautiful," interposed H. 
W. Wallace, chairman of the ways and 
means committee, of the same city. 
"You have certainly succeeded in Vic- 
toria. Nature has done her share, hut 
there has been n large amount of lnuni- 
ciiml enterprise shown. 

"I have visited Victoria off nnd on 
for the past twenty-five years, nnd find 
an advancement each lime. My hist 
trip here was about throe years aco. 
When 1 came here this time 1 actually 
began to lose my 'way'. There have 
been so many extensions to the city in 
every direction. I could hardly recog- 
nize the points I knew before." 

"Hut we had sonic business to trans- 
act." again remarked Mr. Shepherd, as 
Mr. Wallace was called away. "There 
is a decided movement, on foot" towards 
lower buildiugs in Portland, not to per- 
mit new ones over four storeys in hciglit 
being built. These sky-scrapers net 
high returns for (.heir owners, but they 
concentrate business too much in one 
quarter. Business houses ought to be 
more spread out. . 

Notes Local Improvements 
"Your proposed incinerator is another 
matter of interest to us. We are going 
lo. build a new one in .Portland next 
spring, and from all accounts are given 
to understand the English system is 
lust. The city engineer of Seattle spent 
some lime in that, country looking into 
the matter, ami decided to adopt the 
lCnglish stvle. It is very probable the 
same course will be followed in Port- 
land. , . , 

"Victoria has good permanent side- 
walks," continued Mr. Shepherd: "they 
are extremely creditable 10 u city o£ its 
size ' lu Portland they are built on the 
bittilitluc system, of bitumen, stone and 
aspfiull cement. They answer very 
well, do not rot and have, so far al 
least, given very good service.

Little Gladys Porter Killed by 
Four- Year-Old Brother Yes- 
terday Morning 



Tlie family or A. M. Porter, a well- 
known resident of Douglas road, Esqulmnlt 
district, was plungeii Into mourning ye.s- 
lerda.v through a deplorable accident where- 
by Gladys, the six-year-old daughter, died 
as the result of an accidental rule wound 
in the abdomen. What, makes the fatalltv 
more pathetic Is the fact that her four- 
year-old brother Monty was the instru- 
ment of her death. 

The whole, family, With ihe exception of 
the father, were In the kitchen of Ibelr 
home on Thursday afternoon,, Mif. Porter 
sitting by the window engaged in sewing. 
Gladys, .Monty anil the three other children 
were playing together. It was a 'merry 
family party or llyfttfiollday time. Monty 
evidently got tired of the gntnes that were 
proceeding and looked round for a new 
toy. He noticed 11 22 calibre rifle belong- 
ing lo his rather, hanging on a hook in the 
wall and though fnrhldden to touch it, un- 
seen by any of the other children or bis 
mother. -went to obtain it. lie climbed up 
on a chair to reach better when, in some 
unknown manner, Hie weapon was dis- 
charged, the ballet, after grazing the kit- 
chen table, entering Ihe stomach or Ills 
little sister. 

Although nearly prostrated bv the sad 
occurrence, Mrs. Porter Immediately sum- 
moned a physician. Dr. Frank Hall ar- 
rived at the house within an hour after the 
accident. Ascertaining tlie grave nature or 
the wound, he ordered the little girl's re- 
moval to St. Joseph's hospital at once, 
and an operation was performed Ihe same 
evening. Dr. Ernest Hull assisting. Though 
everything possible was done for the little 
sufferer, she sank gradually and died at 
I o'clock yesterday afternoon. 

It is not yet known doflnitelv whether 
an Inquest will be deemed noeessarv.

Md. Fell Thinks Agents Have No Just 
Grievance 

Aid. Fell, when questioned concern- 
ing the statements of W. S. Holland, 
the well known Vancouver.' Insurance 
agent, appearing in the Colonist yes- 
terday morning, said: "J anj emphati- 
cally against any move to' reduce the 
size of the license. The fire insurance 
companies do nothing for the city. They 
bring very little money here, and cer- 
tainly lake a lot away. If the agents 
of the different companies would rent a 
block, or even an office, (o do business 
in when they come into the city, there 
would be something to it. But they do 
not even do that. When they come to 
the city, they open up in tbe office of 
some real estate man. and thus -do not 
even put the amount of their rent into 
circulation. 

"Then, again," continued Aid. Fell, "I 
don't think that the fire insurance com- 
panies have treated tlie city squarely. 
The larger and more powerful com- 
panies are all banded together in a big 
pool, and in this way they control the 
rates. Home years ago they promised 
us that when we got a paid fire pro- 
tection system they would reduce the 
rates. Did they'.' Well, I guess not! 
Instenl of reducing them they put tjjem 
up on us — said Victoria had not been 
properly rated in the first place, and 
that we were lucky to have had to pay 
stich low premiums for so long a time 
as we did." 

The question of tho reduction of the 
licenses for insurance companies was 
brought up in the council some months 
ago, and it was then voted that they be 
allowed to remain as they then were. 
Aid. Fell al Ihe, lime spoke strongly in 
favor of retaining the licence of $300 
per annum, and he slates that lie is 
still of the same mind on tlie mailer.

In her 
letter Miss McGregor explained that 
she had been offered a position in a 
college at Toklo, Japan, to take which 
it would be necessary for her to leave 
the city at once.- She requested that 
she bo allowed to leave the school at 
once, and in view of the circumstances 
the board consented, expressing at tho 
same time rogret at losing her ser- 
vces. The trustees were unanimous 
lu wishing hor every success in her 
new position. ', 

The last faint echoes of the histor- 
ical Cameron Investigation case were 
heard at the meeting, in the shape of 
a letter from J, Peirson, who was one 
of the witnesses at the investigation, 
who asked the board to pay certain 
fees, which he claimed were due him 
as a witness-: He had written about the 
matter three times before but had so 
far received no reply from the board. 

The trustees decided that tjie com- 
munication did not merit a reply. "We 
never, engaged Mr. Peirson as a wit- 
ness" said they, "and we certainly are 
not responsible for his pay," The let- 
ter was received and tiled. 

No fewer than ten applications were 
received for' the tilling of the' two va- 
cancies on the teaching staff, caused by 
the. resignation of one of the teachers 
at Spring Ridge school and another at 
the Boy's Central school. On a ballot 
being taken Miss Montelth formerly of 
this city was elected, while it was 
found that Miss Gibson of this city and 
Miss Donovan, of Nanaimo, had each 
the same number of votes. Two more 
ballots were taken, each of them re- 
sulting in a tie between the two ladles. 
Finally it was decided that Superinten- 
dent Eaton should look up the creden- 
tials of the two. applicants, and report 
to the board at a future meeting, when 
the appointment will be made. To a 
future meeting,- too, was left tho ap- 
pointment of a temporary successor to 
Miss McGregor. 

A letter was received from Ruther 
Wilson, the manager of the choir of 
the First Presbyterian church, enclos- 
ing a resolution passed at a recent 
meeting of the choir, in which the pro- 
posal to teach singing in the schools, 
was strongly supported. It was recom- 
mended that tjie board make an ap- 
propriation in the estimates for the 
purpose of engaging teachers. Tho let- 
ter was referred to the board of 1907. 

Trustee Lewis for the building com- 
mittee reported that the contracts had 
been let for certain much needed Im- 
provements and alterations to the Hill- 
side school. When completed much 
additional space will have been added 
to the accommodation. Trustee Lewis 
also reported that there were still un- 
paid accounts to tho amount of some 
$800, for work done on the schools in 
tho course of the past year. 

Superintendent Baton announced 
that there was still $1,000 remaining 
from the grant for school expenses, 
which would have_tO;be returned to the 
city council before Monday. It was 
decided, to retain fci*m this the amount 
necessary to pay tfic outstanding ac- 
counts. 

Accounts to the amount of $560 were 
passed. 

There were present at the meeting, 
Trustee Huggott, (In the chair). Trus- 
tees Jay, Lewis, Dr. Hall, Rlddell, Mc- 
Keown and Superintendent Eaton. 

The board . will meet again at 4 
o'clock on Monday afternoon.

The members of the Victoria Labor- 
ers' Protective Association are deter- 
mined to push their claim for an in- 
crease in the wages of those in the em- 
ploy or tho city, and intend making 
tho question one of the issues of the 
coming civic elections. The men claim 
that they are asking for what is but 
fair and just, and the members of tho 
association will vote for those candi- 
dates who pledge themselves to sup- 
port their claims. 

"That the corporation should go on 
paying the wages at the present rate 
to its employers, Is ridiculous" said 
William McKay, the secretary of the 
association in conversation yesterd 
"Tho scale was fixed some eight, or ten 
years ago when the cost of living was 
far less than It Is now. Everything has 
gone up In price within the last few 
years. I have no figures on the ques- 
tion, but I've lived In this city for a 
good many years how', and I know 
quite well that the cost of keeping my- 
self and my family is a lot more now 
than it used. to be. When present 
scale' of wagas was fixed the pay Was 
only Just about enough to keep a man 
alive, and now, what with the in- 
creased price of living, It's almost im- 
possible for a man to support himself, 
much less a family, on his wages us a 
day laborer In the employ of the city. 
Married Man's Plight 
"Many of the men are married and 
have small families" continued Mr. Mc- 
Kay, "and with these It certainly is a 
hard pull. Take the sewer men, the 
host paid of the city's dav employees. 
They get $2.25 a day. Well, there is 
never a month In which tho weather 
permits the men to work every day. 
Most months they lose several days, 
and for every day that they are laid off 
they loose their wages. Say that a man 
Is laid off for two days. At the end of 
tho month ho gets, say $50. Out of 
that he has to pay all his expenses. 
The rent comes to say $12,— and you 
can't get much of a house at that. For 
fuel ho pays perhaps, $5, certainly not 
less, with wood and coal as high as it 
now Is. Light will come to about $2.50 
— all these estimates are the very low- 
est possible, mind you. Add tlie ex- 
penses up and you will find that he 
has left about $25 to buy food and 
clothes — $25 a month. A single man 
may be able to keep himself at that, 
but take the case where the man has 
a wife and say three children, and 
there are lots of such. It's pretty hard 
then for a man to clothe his wife and 
children, feed them, and buy school 
books for his children. By dint of econ- 
omy he may do it, but he certainly 
won't be able to put by anything 
against a rainy day. No saving bank 
account or life insurance for him. It's 
all that ho can do to make both ends 
meet." 

The Street Sweepers 

As regards the lowest paid of all the 
city's employees, the street sweepers 
who got $1.00 a day, Mr. McKay stated 
that as things are at present, this job 
Is more of a charity on the part of tho 
city than anything else, being given 
to old men who would otherwise go to 
tho Home for the Aged and Infirm. 
"The association would like to see this 
altered," added Mr. McKay. "We don't 
think it right that these old men should 
ho employed because they are willing 
to work for less than an abl.) bodied 
man. If -they are too old to do a good 
day's work, why send them to the 
home. In other cities the stroet clean- 
ers aro tho highest paid of the day 
laborers, and there Is no reason whv

Consumptive Sanitorium 

Building Fund 

One hundred thourand dollars (100,- 
000) nskcd for — fifty thousand dollars 
(550,000) needed, to entitle committee 
lo Hon. James Dunsiniiir's jjraut of ten 
thousand dollars ($10,000.) 

is n Consumptive Sauitdrluni needed 7 
During the mouth of September of this 
year a hoy nineteen years old becarno 
consumptive. He lived In a hotel and 
iviis dependent on his own efforts ns a 
laborer. As a result of his disease ho 
was turned out of three hotels and 're- 
fused admission to a public Hospital. The 
boy is now dead. A man who befriended 
the boy wrote as follows: "God have 
mercy on us for our neglect of such 
cases.' Need we further ask, is this in- 
stitution needed? 

The death-roll from consumption In 
Canada exceeds twelve thousand yearly; 
aud in British Columbia it is bver two 
hundred. 

'J-ii o uuihber of persons invalided from 
consumption is authoritatively estimated 
to be live times as great as the number 
of deaths therefrom; therefore, wo have 
some sisty thousand invalids in Canada, 
and a thousand in British Columbia. 

We have, therefore, before us the ap- 
palling fact that yearly we lose tho ben- 
efit of the services and oarnins powers 
of thousand? of citizens who are in- 
capacitated by illness, aud .others we lose 
outright by death, through this one 
enuse — and that a preventable cause. 
This is something to set political econ- 
omists thinking very 6eriously. It is n 
responsibility too vast 'to he measured 
by mere figures, or described in mere 
language'. ■" • - ':. 

No fanciful theories, -untried methods, 
or mere experiments are proposed. The 
simple, God-given remedies, viz.: Fresh 
air, suitable food, rest and exercise, un- 
der expert supervision, and suitable, 
cheerful surrouudiugs, have more thiin 
proved their efficiency. Practically speak- 
ing, these requisites are obtainable only 
In a sanitorium. 

A further advantage connected with 
such an institution Is that the cdmis- 
sion of a patient means tho removal of 
one source of contagion from the general 
community; nnd when, after treatment, 
such person is returned cured, or other- 
wise, to the ranks of the public, he or 
she is an educational centre of first im- 
portance, because the first principle im- 
pressed on a patient on entering a sani- 
torium is the care he Bhould exercise in 
his personal habits; the necessity for 
cleanliuess, for care in disposal of any- 
thing about him which would spread, or 
even be likely to spread, contagion; in a 
word, he is persistently taught to move 
and live so that no other human beiug 
shall he likely, in the remotest sense, to 
suffer on account of any thoughtlessness 
on his part, in the care of himself. Such 
a person, when discharged from the in- 
stitution is, by his trainiiiR- In the sani- 
torium.. not only impressed with the nec- 
essity for continuing such caution, but, 
because or his knowledge so gained, be- 
comes in his family nnd general sur- 
roundings an educational influence infin- 
itely more effective than nil the litera- 
ture and arguments of physicians and 
. .ihorities on the subject. 

Tlie conditions as to consumption are 
not only fully understood, but are well 
recognized, and it is now an accepted 
fact that consumption is preventable and 
may bo cured, or its course arrested. 
That being so, iuaction is. to say thu 
least, criminal, it is our duty to endeav- 
or, in any case, to stem tho progress of 
this sacrifice of human beings. 

It Is proposed to build a sanitorium in 
British Columbia. Tlie provincial gov- 
ernment are prepared to assist, and the 
people generally, through local societies 
funned all over the country, aro Willing 
to maintain. You are asked to help us to 
build: A.ction, immediate action, is im- 
perative, tr we wish to stem this awful 
tide of mortality. To stand idlv by any 
longer is tantamount to being willing par- 
ticipators in something worse than race 
suicide.

Has First Carload of Machin- 
i. ery at Swanson Bay. 



'•-Although very little has been made 
. public recently regarding the operations 
of the Canadian Pacific Sulphide Pulp 
Co., Ltd., work has been progressing 
steadily. This corporation will bo the 
first to engage m the manufacture of 
wood pulp in British Columbia. 
;, "The company owns Sb'.UUU acres of 
splendid limber lands in the vicinity of 
Swanson Bay." said J. M. Macklunou, 
of .Vancouver, the general manager, 
when seen at the Driard hotel yester- 
day. "It lias a capital of .4: 1UL»,U(KJ, 
practically ail held i;. Great JJritaia. 
.Several of the shareholders are identi- 
fied with the pulp industry there, in- 
cluding John .Ylaekie, managing direc- 
tor of Davidson & Son, of Aberdeen, 
and .Mr. Friedman, one of the largest 
importers of pulp into England. The 
consulting engineer is George P. Har- 
dy, of New York, the best known ex- 
pert in designing plants for the produc- 
tion of wood pulp. 

"From 11.0(H) to 30,000 horse po wet- 
can be developed from the waters of 
Swanson river, flowing into the -bay of 
the same name. The mill will be built 
on the shore of this bay, the power 
moutioned used to obtain electrical 
energy for it. 

"Already there is a carload of ma- 
chinery on the ground, and live carloads 
more are in Vancouver awaiting ship- 
ment. At the beginning the output of 
the mill will be from forty to fifty tons 
a day, but this will be increased until a 
total of 100 tons is reached. 

[ J'Wo have no fear but that there is 
an ample market, principally in Japan, 
for the company's output. The pulp 
will be of the sulphide, or chemical, 
variety, made from spruce, hemlock ami 
balsam. 

"Though we are proceeding as rapid- 
ly ns possible, I think it will be about a 
year before the manufacture of pulp is 
actually commenced, but that will be 
the earliest date on which this industry 
will be in operation in this province." 

The company makes application in 
the current Gazette for foreshore, areas 
in. Swanson Bay and Ktitze Inlet, to be. 
used in connection with its business. 
Both these localities are in Granville 
channel, range 3, Coast district, a. .short 
distance south of Port Simpson.

Chief Engineer of Grand Trunk 
Pacific Hints at Big Future 
Business 



C. C. \un Arsdal, chief engineer of 
ihe (.rand frank Pacific railway, ar- 
rived in the city last night, after an 
extended visit to Edinoutoli and other 

points on the lin ' the new railway 

He was somewhat uncommunicative re- 
garding his work, but said enough to 
show that construction will start in this 
province at an early date. 

"Work is progressing west of Edmon- 
ton very well," he said. "All three pro- 
posed routes have been located to the 
Pacific const. Xo construction is going 
"ii west of Edmonton, however al- 
though contracts have been let for the 
whole distance between that point and 
Winnipeg, and the line is being built." 

Asked as to his opinion of a state- 
ment recently made by J. R. Boyle, JI 
I'. I'., secretary of the Dominion Qraiii 
commission, that the wheat of Alberta 
and part ot Saskatchewan would event- 
ually find an outlet in British Columbia, 
he said: 

"This hardly goes far enough. I be- 
lieve that not only the surplus crop of 
Alberta will come this way, hut also 
that of Saskatchewan and a large pur 
lion from .Manitoba. There is already 
a large Oriental trade being worked up. 
In conjunction with the Great .Northern, 
James J. Hill has put some of the larg- 
est wheat curriers in the world' on the 
route between this coast nud China and 
Japan. This trade will grow enormous- 
ly and the Gatiadiuu part of it must 
come through British Columbia." 

"Is the I'd low Head Pass finally 
chosen for the passage' of tho Grand 
Trunk Pacific through the mountains?" 

"I did not know the government had 
accepted our profiles for that, but, as I 
said, all throb routes have been located." 

"And tlicy join somewhere near Fort 
St. George, do they not?"

The plunder stolen from N. Brain- 
stem's former auction store on Yates 
street, 34 gold-filled watches, valued 
from .*-2 to ?(3; i) rings and 13 gold-filled 
chains, was found yesterday morning 
by Harold Kin more, a boy living on Es- 
quimau road, The goods were carefully 
packed Hi t ho folds of a tablecloth' in a 
d}'iiwer- or. till, which was wrapped with 
waterproof cloth. The package was 
found in plain view from the street, 
leaning against the outer side of' the 
fence of C. IS, I'ooley's residence, on the 
corner of Lampson street and SoiJuiuunU 
road. The tinder reported his discov- 
ery to his parents, who at once tele- 
phoned to Chief of Police Langleyf The 
latter boarded a car and hurried to the 
iicene and took the goods to the police 
station. There M. Kirscheimer identi- 
fied the articles as some supplied to 
Braunstein. 

The goods which Braunstein reported 
to the police as being taken from his 
Yates stree. store by two persons who 
entered on the night of Dec. 16, figured 
In the case brought against the auction- 
eer on which he was arrested at the in- 
statue of ]•". Landsberg, charged with 
obtaining goods valued at $94.by false 
pretenses. • 1 ■•• ' ' 

Brnunstein came here from Seattle, 
with wife and child, and was in straight- 
filed circumstances. He met Kirschei- 
mer, who agreed to help him. A store 
where cheap jewelry was sold and auc- 
tions held ' was established on Store 
street. Braunstein thought the location 
noi as good as lie would wish, ami the 
premises formerly Oct upied by Rus- 
sell's barber shop on Yates street were 
taken. Some goods .were put in, jew- 
elry, clothing, etc.. and one day early 
in December, Braunstein saw a cata- 
logue which offered gold-filled watches 
for sale. He asked Kirscheimer to get 
some for him, and the latter urged Mr. 
Landsberg to secure the' goods. 

A - telegram was sent ordering the 
jewelry, which arrived soon and was 
delivered to Braunstein, with the in- 
voice. Kirscheimer was not informed, 
and when. he went, sometime afterward, 
lo Landsherg to discuss settlement, the 
hill for $04 for goods supplied Braun- 
stein on his behalf, was preferred. Kir- 
scheimer was surprised; he had not 
been shown the invoice. 

On Dec. 17, when the , boy who work- 
ed for Braunstein crime to the store, he 
found the showcase had been emptied 
of the watches. Two time-pieces were 
on the floor, as if they had fallen— hut 
I here were no marks of the fall appar- 
ent.- To the police ' Braunstein said lie 
suspected a well-dressed man who had 
been making 1 profitless" inquiries during 
the few days previous. Moreover, he 
said there must have been two burglars, 
because two new suits of clothing were 
missing, and the price tickets were 
found on the Moor. 

The police disbelieve this story. 

Some days later.. Braunstein repudiat- 
ed any debt for the $04 worth of goods 
supplied by' Landsberg at the instance 
of Kirscheimer. Then, a warrant was 
secured,- upon which Braunstein was ar- 
rested by Detective Perdue when about 
to leave -with wife and family for Se- 
attle by steamer Indianapolis. 

While Braunstein was held at the 
lockup awaiting trial, .Mrs. Braunstein 
went to Landsberg and paid $94. Then 
those interested sought lo drop the pros- 
ecution. When the' ensp was called on 
Monday witnesses did not appear, and 
a remand was allowed. Chief Lartgley 
asked that subpoenas hp issued for wit- 
nesses, when Gordon Grant, for Braun- 
stein. asked that the case be dismissed, 
as there was no evidence against lus 
client. Yesterday morning, when the 
ease was again before the magistrate, 
it was withdrawn with permission of 
the attorney-general's department. 

Shortlv after Brnunstein was freed 
the discovery of the missing jewelry 
was reported to the police.

COMPANY 



A steahT freighter of about 600 tons 
capacity, will bo bought <>r built for 
use in connection with the Esquimau 
saw mill nf tho B. I 1 '. Graham Lumber 
company;- which lias bought a site at 
Esquimau and Is preparing to establish 
a large saw and planing mill to be. com- 
pleted within seven or eight months 
from dale. TV/6, possibly three, har- 
bor tugs will also he secured, two of 
such build as will permit uf -their being; 
used to tow booms from San Juan to 
Esquimau. One vessel will be used in 
connection with the general towage 
work of the. mill In Esquimau harbor. 

It has not yet been decided' whether 
the steam freighter which will he used 
in carrying lumber from San Juan to 
Esquimau, and is to have a 'capacity 
for at least tiO.OOO feet of timber, will 
he purchased on this coast or in Eng- 
land - or built for the 'company. The 
present inclination is to purchase a 
steamer in England, If suitable craft 
can lie secured. . - > 

Efforts are being made to purchase 
lugs; but suitable vessels are difficult 
to obtain. There Is a keen demand at 
all ports of the Pacific coast from 
Nome to. Mexico and beyond for har- 
bor tueiioatK. Tho MUlo steamer Hun- 
ger, which was recently bought from 
H. .Morton, of Xanaimo. for J7.00O 
was taken by a lighterage company at 
Guaynmas and will bo used in harbor 
towage. If vessels cannot be secured 
by purchase, tugs will be built for the 
company's service. ■ 

The location of the Esquimau mill 
will he on Thetis cove. The Esqui- 
mau & Nanalmo railway runs at the 
back of tlio mill site and arrangements 
are being made for the construction of 
a siding connecting tho mill with the 
line. With the establishment of a largo 
saw. and planing mill at Esquimau an 
alteration will be ma'dp-iii the plans 
of the company. Instead of building 
a large mill with capacity of 150,000 
feel daily su San ...ljuan, fas had been 
the Intention ' when <he Adams' mill 
machinery was taken to the Island port 
by steamer .Maude, It.has been decided 
to concentrate the work at Esquimau 
and the small mill which has already 
been established at .San Juan will alorfo 
be operated there. This plant which js 
new almost ready to c.prftrnenceTcuttlng 
will put out Hn.onn feet of lumber a day. 
(Material will lie cut for the buildings, 
wharves, etc-., and shipped to 'Esqui- 
mau. • When tlie nearby plant Is es- 
tablished ' the San Juan - rrifil will he 
probably converted Into a shingle plant.

Harriers' Road Race 

The first road race to.be held in this 
city for several years will take place 
on Tuesday, Now Years day, at 3 
o'clock under the auspices of the Y. M. 
C, A. Harriers' club. The members 
of the club have been in active train- 
ing for several weeks past and are in 
good condition for the race. Tho course 
selected will be as follows: Start from 
the corner of Yates and Broad street 
at 3 o'clock; thence to Government 
street, along Government to Bellvllle, 
thence to Dallas road by t.ho Way of 
Montreal, Kingston, St. Lawrence, and 
Erie streets along Dallas road to Bea- 
con hill once around the hill, thence 
along Douglas street to Michigan, to 
Government, then by way of Fort and 
Broad streets to' the Y. M. C. A. which 
will bo tho finishing point. Tho dis- 
tance is approximately six miles and It 
is expected that tho runners will' not 
take very long get over the course. 

It is the intention of tho officials to 
havo tho course measured so correct 
time may be taken. Every precaution 
has been taken so that the runners will 
take tho course laid down. Eight of- 
ficials will bo placed along tho route 
while another will follow the runners 
in. a rig in order that any. who drop out 
may be picked up.

All Canada Team

Sir — Please permit me through the 
medium of your valuable paper to stir 
up the western provinces If not the 
whole of Canada, to try and produce 
a Rugby football team such as those 
which have visited these shores during 
the past and present year, namely the 
"All Blacks," and "Springbok's."

Financial con- 
ditions are an important factor in such 
an undertaking but good gates are as- 
sured If the team Is of a very high 
standard, as the two previously men- 
tioned, the British public are keen en- 
thusiasts and supporters, but the hlgh- 
I est standard is necessary .as tho colon- 
I ials have carried all or nearly all before 
them- consequently, England is waking 
up in view of future colonial invasions, 
i if the Rugby clubs of Canada were to 
I select representatives and test matches 
j were held as is the case over here, I 
J fool certain that British Columbia 
j could supply her full quota, to do her 
i credit. I have fro doubt that the Rug-

Nanaimo, B. 0„ Dec. 28.— (Special)— 
A motley crowd' of ' thirty-one Hindus 
arrived on tho steamer City of Nunuimo 
this afternoon from Cumberland. -These 
are the same, people who passed 
through tho city seve!»al weeks ago for 
Union. They are wearing much heavier 
clothing ami garbed iii overcoats and 
heavy woollen juits and their curious 
headgear. They are on strike and are 
on their way to Vancouver. When 
they first went to Union they were 
given employment about the wharves 
at $1.25 a day. Since Hint they spoke 
for and obtained $1.50 per day. Their 
lender, a big fellow, who speaks Eng- 
lish fairly well, said this afternoon that 
#1.50 was not euougli money, as they 
were doing $2 worth of work, nud want- 
ed $2 per day for it. On being refused 
this, they, with the exception of ten, 
quit work, and departed for Vancou- 
ver, where, they seem to think, they will 
have 110 trouble in getting work. 

The leader denied that there were 
any women in the party or at Cumber- 
land, but from well-informed sources it. 
is learned that Hindu women -are mas-, 
querading as men and doing '.men's 
work. 

Residents of Union would he glad to 
see tho last of the Hindus, as they are 
the dirtiest lot of residents ever seen 
there. 

Dr. G. L. Milne, immigration Inspec- 
tor said with regard to the report that 
women were Included among the Hin- 
dus that it could not be true, at least 
insofar as it concerned any Hindus that 
had arrived in the country by way of 
tho port of Victoria. There were no 
women among any of the parties of 
Hindus landed here. He said similar 
reports hud been circulated previously, 
but were afterward denied. Dr. Milne 
said the Hindus were now in demand 
by employers of labor, instead of being 
placed in the position of being un- 
sought and unemployed. On the steam- 
er Athenian, which arrived here on Sat- 
urday last there were but 20 Hindus. 
Two men met the steamer, one of them 
being Mr. Mooro who speaks Hindu- 
stani, both seeking t,o have the men 
landed here. Employment was. offered 
for thirty, but owing to the men being 
booked for Vancouver they were al- 
lowed to proceed to the Mainland.

Now York, Dec. 2S. — Tho grand jury 
which for a month has been investi- 
gating tho affairs of tho New York 
Life Insurance company returned in- 
dictments today charging forgery in the 
third degree against ueorge W. Per- 
kins, former vice president of the New- 
York Life and a member of the firm of 
J. P. Morgan & Co., and Charles S. 
Fairchild, a former secretary of tho 
treasury, president of the Now York 
Security and Trust company, (now out 
of existence), and a member of the 11- 
nance committee of the Insurance com- 
pany. 

Mr. Perkins was in court when the 
indictments were announced. He was 
formally arraigned, entered a plea of 
not guilty and gave bond In the sum 
of $10,000, his sureties being J."P. 
Morgan, Jr., who pledged a city resi- 
dence valued at $300,000, and Cleveland 
H. Dodge, who pledged unimproved 
city property valued at $50,000. ' Mr. 
Fairchild Is hi Europe. The court as- 
sured Mr. Perkins that a double surety 
was not nee isary but ho replied that 
be preferred It that way. 

Six indictments were returned 
against each of the two defendentsvbut 
all are based on the one transaction, 
known as the "Prussian Loan," the 
specification under tho charge of for- 
gery being the falsification of book- 
keeping entries, it is alleged that cer- 
tain railway stocks were transferred by 
the insurance company to the security, 
and trust company to comply witli the 
Prussian law but that the transfer Was 
not bonafjde. 

The grand jury accompanied the In- 
dictments with a presentment to the 
effect that the jurors wero convinced 
that in doing the acts charged against 
them, Messrs, Perkins and Fairchild 
were "influenced by a desire to bene- 
fit the policyholders." The grand jury 
says further that Indictments were re- 
turned only under a strict interpreta- 
tion of the law as laid down by Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome. Mr. Jerome 
was with the jury until late yesterday 
evening and again early today. 

Mr. Perkins accompanied by his 
counsel and prospective bondsmen was 
in court almost an hour before the 
grand jurors were received. It had 
been an open secret for two days that 
Mr. Perkins would probably be indict- 
ed and his counsel had consulted the 
district attorney. 

The Indictment of Mr. Fairchild was 
a complete surprise for he had not 
been publicly connected with the pres- 
ent investigation. It was said at the 
criminal courts building today that 
the discharge of the December grand 
jury which followed the presentment 
01 thcindietmerits dues not- end the in- 
quiry Into the affairs of the New York 
Lite. The «atute.o&ljrnltatiom3 is-not 
elfectivo over Jan;:l with regard to any 
irregularities devoldped In tho com- 
pany during the- Armstrong investiga- 
tion and the iuqu'libr will probably be 
continued by the- January grand jury.

Perkins and Eiiirchild set forth that 
the defendant with intent to defraud 
did feloniously make fn a certain book 
c.t accounts called the 'old dates cash 
book belonging to and appertaining to 
the business of said corporation cer- 
tain false entries." .

2,0(10 
shares Chicago & Northwestern pre-

Milwaukee. & St. Paul 
preferred at $190. $57,000, which false 
entries then and there purported to set 
forth and indicate, mid did hi substance 
and effect then and there signify and 
declare that the New i'ork Life Insur- 
ance company on Dec. 21. 1003 receiv- 
ed in payment for 2,000 •'shares prefer- 
red capita] stock of the Chicago & 
-Northwestern Railroad company, the 
sum of ?M70,000, and received i n pay- 
ment for 800 shares of Chicago, Milwau- 
kee & SI. Paul Railway company, $57,- 
0110; whereas, in truth ' rind fact, the 
New York Life Insurance company had 
not received such payments, ail of 
which the said George 1 W. Perkins, well 
knew against the form of statutes 'and 
the peace of the people of New Yoi'k."

A Mouse Story. 

One of the things which scientists can- 
not explain is this: How does it chance 
that music will nt times exert nn influ- 
ence which overcomes the well-known 
and natural characteristics of certain 
animals?

Efforts were cnutiously-madeto fright- 
en the unwelcome guest away, but with- 
out success, for it remained until the 
song was finished and then scampered off 
as fast as possible. 

When the second selection commenced 
the mouse returned with a companion, 
and the two refused to leave, though' 
earnest effort was made lo drive 'them 
out. They held their ground until the 
close of the song, and then took them- 
selves nwny, returning with another 
mouse when the third song commenced 
This procedure continued until six or 
seven little grey music lovers sat gravely 
on the stage to hear the song. They 
could not he frightened op driven away 
and only changed their positions when 
necessary. 

How may this lie explained. The 
mouse, the most timid of all animals, de- 
lied th" assembled audience by remaining 



•It's surprising ti c changes which 
have taken place throughout the in- 
terior districts of British Columbia 
within the past year or so," remarked 
J. D. Gillis, public »chool inspector for 
the Kootenay and Olmnagan districts, 
In conversation yesterday. Mr. Gillis 
returned recently from an extensive 
tour of the country included in hi 
isdictlon, and is enthusiastic in speak- 
ing of the growth In population und the 
general development along all lines of 
industry within the period mentioned, 
A short time ago, he says, business 
generally was somewhat slack, espec- 
ially throughout East Kootenay. In the 
Okanagan and surrounding country the 
farmers were enjoying a moderate 
amount of prosperity. Now there was 
a marked change. All the agricultur- 
al country was being taken up by out- 
siders eager to enter into Lho fruit 
growing industry. Districts hitherto 
unoccupied were being settled with re- 
markable rapidity and now sections 
which were before but barren wastes 
wero beginning to assume the appear- 
ance of well-kept and profitable farms. 
At Nelson the influx was particularly 
noticeable. There it was exceedingly 
difficult for the visitor to obtain ac- 
commodation. All the hotels were al- 
ways taxed to their utmost, capacity. 
Timber Industry Active 
In Iilust Kootenay the development of 
timber industry was specially marked. 
It was impossible for one to go any dis- 
tance without seeing u mill, and the 
majority of them employed large num- 
bers of men and were making ship- 
ments dally. 

In short, Mr. Gillis said, the trend 
of immigration appeared to be west- 
ward. It was being discovered that 
British Columbia produce would com- 
mand a big price in the Northwest and 
trade, consequently, was developing 
along those lines. This, he thought, 
was the principal reason lor the rush 
for fruit lands and Tor the constantly 
increasing number of lumbering mills. 
Ho believed that the output of the lat- 
ter product alone for the last twelve 
months would be much In excess of 
that of tho previous year. It also was 
his opinion that a corresponding and. 
perhaps, a still greater increase would 
take place during the ensuing twelve 
months. 

The Labor Market 

Speaking of labor conditions, he as- 
serted that unskilled laborers could 
command the exceedingly good wage of 
$3 a day almost anywhere. If It be- 
came bruited abroad, he said, Unit 
thero was a man in a certain town will- 
ing to work and out pi employment tho 
companies came to him and proferred a 
position. Instead of the men having 
to go around looking for work it came 
to them. That was the condition at 
tho present time. This, he thought, 
demonstrated ' the wisdom of the gov- 
ernment's action In enlisting the ser- 
vices of the Salvation Army in the en- 
deavor to bring large numbers of de- 
sirable . settlers from the Old Country 
to British Columbia. Undoubtedly 
thero was an opening for practically 
all that could be obtained. 

In a word, Mr. Gillis affirmed, that 
the country was prospering. The peo- 
ple everywhere were optimistic and the 
conviction was general that the "good 
times" which had been so much desired, 
had at last reached British Columbia.

PULP LEASES. 

Loggers Are Anxious to Present Their 
Side of tho Case. 

If any change Is to bo made in the 
provincial statute respecting timber 
the B. C. Loggers association wishes 
the opportunity to Ilrst present their 
side of the case says the Vancouver 
News- Advertiser. A special meeting 
of the Loggers' association was held 
yesterday afternoon when the president 
Captain Theo. Mugnesen, occupied the 
chair, and a very representative atten- 
dance was present, The resolution 'was 
unanimously supported to the effect 
that as the mlllmcn sousht radical al- 
terations in the existing act. the gov- 
ernment, before any / action was ta- 
ken, should allow the loggers a chance 
to present their side. Copy of this res- 
olution will be forwarded lo Hie gov- 
et nment. 

Some days ago, Mr. Green, then 
chief commissioner, was waited on by 
a large deputation of mlllmen, Who 
asked that, leases be granted for pulp 
purposes should be cancelled if nothing 
had been done on the land as provided 
for In the statute. The loggers are of 
the opinion that tho changes will work 
hardships on those operating in the 
woods, but this opinion is not shared 
otherwise. It was contended at the 
mooting with the chief commissioner 
that If leases which were held for 
.speculative purposes, without action 
being taken, were cancelled, it would 
benefit the logger, especially those 
who operated by hand, as land would 
be available which was close to tho 
water. Since large areas are held 
under pulp lenses, and good limits for 
lumber purposes are not easily acces- 
sible, the mlllmen ask for tho change. 
What they desire is that where condi- 
tions have not been carried out, tho 
timber should be thrown open to pub- 
lic competition. 

What the loggers will nsk Is that 
before anything Is done by the gov- 
ernment, they bo allowed the oppor- 
tunity to say what they think iibout 
tho matter.

Eskasoni Will Not Make Voyage to 
Royal Roads— Is to Be Broken 
Up For Junk 



Steamer Teucer, of the Blue Funnel 
line, Cant. Darwtse, reached William 
Head yesterday 011 her second trip from 
Liverpool, ami will lie docked this morn- 
ing at the i>uU>r wharf in land passen- 
gers. The steamer hits 500 tons of gen- 
eral freight [or tliis port 11111I lias con- 
siderable cargo awaiting her here, but 
will not land freight luitil her return 
from Tncoimi, a few days hence. 

The Teucer was the first of Hie new- 
type of cargo bouts built by A.lfre»l 
Holt, henii of the bin shipping coiniiiin.v, 
to come to Victoriu. These vessels are 
a distinctly different; type from the usu- 
al cargo Bteamcr, The hold is divided 
into seven liirge compartments, nil of 
which are devoid of pillars ami free 
from obstructions, the decks being held 
by u novel arrangement of channel bars. 
This nrrnne/oineul allows cargo of the 
most bulky character lo he shipped, the 
customary masts are dispensed ■with; 
and, instead, the Teucer lias lour pow- 
erful metal posts, which serve as ven- 
tilators and al so us derrick posts. They 
are two abreast, the forward ones be- 
ing connected with 11 bridge for use ol 
the lookout. There are twelve <itlier 
derrick posts, and no less than dd der- 
ricks connected with 20 powerful steam 
winches.

British ship Eskasotii, which was 
dismasted nml lowed into Hongkong 
when houml to Hoviil Kouds 111 nul ttst 
from Manila for orders, is lo he broken 
up for junli ut the, China pun, aEltnj 
sailing the .seas for 'If) .'.ears. Ilia will 
he done to pay salvage amounting to 
$10,000 awarded to the tramp steamer 
which picketl up the Eskjasoni ui sen 
dismantled jtft ev the terrible typhoon 111 
Oriental waters early in September. 

Several months ago, April 5, the J'.s- 
kusotil sailed from Portland with a cur- 
go of lumber On- Manila. It was oil her 
return voyage to Victoria from Manila 
that she ivub struck by Hie disastrous 
typhoon. Site wns picked up by a pass- 



ing .steamer and towed to Hongkong, ar- 
riving there October 12, more tliafr 
thirty days after the storm. 

Upon the arrival of the Eskasotii a 
survey .showed that it would cost !fo3,- 
000 to make the vessel sen worthy. Tow- 
age fees amounted lo $10,000, and the 
oillcers of the Eskasoni Steamship coin- 
puny owning the vessel decided to turn 
ber over to the company whoso vessel 
brought her to Hongkong. 

The Eskasoni was an iron ship, built 
in 1880.
